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3  NEW  MISSIONS   CREATED 

The  creation  of  three  new  foreign  missions 
by  the  Church  was  announced  recently  by  the 
First  Presidency,  one  of  them  in  Europe  and 
the  other  two  in  South  America. 

The  new  South  German  Mission  is  to  be 
organized  from  the  southern  part  of  the  West 
German  Mission.  The  new  Andes  Mission  in 
South  America  will  include  Chile  and  Peru.  The 
second  new  South  American  mission  will  be 
known  as  the  Brazilian  South  Mission,  and  will 
include  the  states  of  Parana,  Santa  Catarina 
and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

Both  of  the  new  South  American  missions 
will  be  created  under  the  direction  of  Elder 
Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
who  has  been  assigned  by  the  First  Presidency 
to  tour  missions  in  South  America. 


30  YEARS  OF  BROADCASTING 

The  Tabernacle  Choir  celebrated  it's  thirtieth 
year  of  radio  broadcasting  during  the  month  of 
July.  A  testimonial  honouring  the  Choir  was 
held-  Sunday,  July  19,  following  the  regular 
broadcast. 

The   first   broadcast   was   held   July   15,    1929, 

with  Director  Anthony  C.  Lund  at  the  podium 

and  Edward  P.  Kimball  at  the  organ  console. 

J.  Spencer  Cornwall  was  director  of  the  choir  from  1935  until  1957 

when  Richard  P.  Condie,  present  conductor,  was  appointed  by  the  First 

Presidency. 

Organists  through  the  years  have  been  Alexander  Schreiner  and 
Frank  W.  Asper,  alternating  the  broadcasts  and  each  playing  organ 
selections. 

Announcer  for  the  broadcasts  and  author  of  the  "Spoken  Word"  is 
Elder  Richard  L.  Evans  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 
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IN  the  days  of  the  prophets,  it  was 
thought  by  the  people  that  the 
Church  should  have  a  part  or  say  in 
the  spiritual  things  only,  and  that 
they  should  not  interfere  with 
matters  physical  (material  matters). 
Nevertheless  the  prophets  gave 
advice  concerning  the  material 
things  and  they  gave  it  as  prophets 
of  God  just  as  they  do  today.  The 
people  objected,  but  in  spite  of  the 
objections  the  advice  continued  to 
be  given,  to  be  accepted  or  rejected, 
just  as  the  people  chose. 

Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to 
keep  it  holy. 

It  is  an  age  old  question — what  to 
do  and  what  not  to  do  on  the 
Sabbath.  We  are  sometimes  urged  by 
unbelievers  to  break  the  Sabbath — - 
those  who  are  more  concerned  with 
the  pleasures  of  the  world. 

It  is  sometimes  under  the  guise  of 
healthy,  clean  recreation  that  we 
break  the  Sabbath.  Parents  say, 
"I'd  rather  have  my  child  playing  a 
good  game  of  tennis  than  getting 
into  mischief  on  Sunday."  It  is 
rather  a  pitiful  state  when  we  have 
to  chose  between  two  broken  laws 
for  Sabbath  activities.  Recreation 
and  the  Sabbath  do  not  mix.  As  yet 
they  have  not  found  a  recreation 
that  inspires  or  radiates  spirituality. 


So  far  as  we  know  the  Saviour 
never  approved  of  the  Sabbath  for 
everyday  work  or  amusements.  The 
Saviour  healed  the  sick,  taught  about 
God,  went  around  doing  good.  He 
meant  for  us  to  change  from  our 
heavy,  everyday  work  to  leisure 
works  of  mercy  and  compassion  on 
the  Sabbath. 

His  idea  of  an  abundant  Sabbath 
is  learning  of  Him,  partaking  of  the 
Sacrament  thus  renewing  our  cove- 
nants and  promises  to  Him,  to  be 
spiritually  fed.  A  day  full  of  spiri- 
tual activity  with  thanksgiving  and 
a  cheerful  heart;  a  day  to  visit  the 
sick  and  the  homebound,  the  widows 
and  aged. 

Every  Sunday  it  seems  new  ques- 
tions arise  (especially  from  our 
children)  on  what  is  wrong  and  right 
to  do  on  Sunday. 

I  would  like  to  quote  one  of  our 
apostles : 

"//  one  loves  the  Lord  with  all  his 
heart,  mind  and  strength,  if  he  puts 
away  selfishness  and  curtails  desire, 
if  one  can  measure  each  activity  bx 
a  yard  stick  of  worship  fulness,  if 
one  will  be  honest  with  himself,  it 
is  unlikely  that  there  will  be 
Sabbath  Day  breaking  in  that 
person's  life."

CUMOR4H  PAGEANT  ATTRACTS  135,000 

Attendance  at  the  recent  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant  was  estimated 
at  135.000  with  people  in  attendance  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
ani  some  foreign  countries.  Most  of  the  audience  consisted  of  non- 
members  of  the  Church  from  the  Western  New  York  area  who  came 
to  see  the  thrilling  story  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  depicted  on  the 
Cumorah  hillside.  The  pageant  is  entitled:  "America's  Witness  for 
Christ." 
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ONE  of  the  great  novelists  of 
our  time  A.  J.  Cronin  gives  a 
few  pertinent  reasons  why  he 
believer  in  God.  It  is  surprising 
how  nearly  his  ideas  conform  to 
the  Mormon  concept.  We  need 
more  men  like  Mr.  Cronin  who 
have  the  courage  to  speak  in  plain 
and  simple  terms  about  the  all 
important  subject  of  our  Creator. 

I  am  sure  our  readers  of  the 
C.S.M.  will  be  interested  in  what 
Mr.  Cronin  has  to  say. 

"As  a  medical  student  I  was  like 
the  other  medical  students,  and 
medical  students  are  not  remark- 
able for  their  reverence.  As  a 
student  in  the  University  of  Glas- 
gow I  could  not  identify  my 
courses  with  an  immortal  soul.  To 
most  of  the  students  God  was  an 
outgrown  myth. 

As  a  doctor  my  first  service  in 
a  community  was  in  Southern 
Wales  and  there  I  saw  life  at  first 
hand.  I  saw  courage,  devotion, 
sacrifice  in  struggling  fellow  crea- 
tures. I  penetrated  the  realm  of 
the  spirit — I  saw  the  miracle  of 
birth,  I  was  with  those  who  died 
in  the  still  hours  of  the  night,  I 
heard  the  faint  inexorable  beating 
of  the  wings  of  death,  and  I 
became  less  self-assured.  Now  I 
know  that  my  experience  there  was 
the  first  step  toward  finding  God, 
and  there  I  served  a  deeply  reli- 
gious people  who  relied  upon  God 
— a  people  whose  faith  was  mani- 
fest in  their  actions. 

An  unforgettable  experience 
came  into  my  life  at  the  colliery 
when  a  heavy  explosion  of  black 
damp  gas  entombed  fourteen 
miners.  For  five  days  the  men 
remained  buried  while  all  the 
village  prayed.  As  the  rescuers 
worked  deep  they  heard  the  strains 
of  singing.  It  was  the  hymn  "O 
God  Our  Help  in  Ages  Past",  and 
the  story  is  that  they  had  prayed 
and  sung— thus  had  they  kept  up 
their  courage.   They  came  out  un-

harmed,  and  a  crowd  gathered  in 
the  pit  and  joined  in  singing  that 
immortal  hymn,  and  there  was  a 
demonstration  of  faith  beyond 
words. 

I  left  Southern  Wales  for  Mon- 
mouthsire,  a  small  backward  place 
with  no  hospital  and  very  meager 
medical  services,  but  there  I  found 
a  splendid,  faithful  middle-aged 
woman  who  was  the  community 
nurse  with  twenty  years  of  ex- 
perience in  that  village  service. 
She  was  very  poorly  paid,  and 
after  some  weeks  I  said,  "You 
should  have  more  money,  God 
knows  you  are  worth  it." 

After  a  considerable  pause  she 
spoke,  "If  God  knows  I'm  worth 
it,  that  is  all  that  matters  to  me." 
Her  faith  was  a  perpetual  testi- 
mony to  me  and  it  was  one  force 
that  brought  me  up  from  the 
morass  of  scepticism  to  the  firm 
uplands  of  faith  in  God. 

I  speak  of  belief  in  God.  Never 
before    has    the    matter    been    so

BLESSED  ARE  THE  MEEK

a  part  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  conference  meetings  were 
well  attended  and  a  lovely,  sweet 
spirit  prevailed.  We  can  only  hope 
and  pray  that  we  might  have  said  or 
done  something  that  helped  in  a 
small  measure  to  increase  the  faith 
and  spirituality  of  those  with  whom 
we  came  in  contact. 

We  acknowledge  the  goodness 
and  protection  of  the  Lord  in  our 
travels.  Altogether  this  was  in  very 
deed  a  memorable  visit.  It  stands 
out  as  one  of  the  great  highlights  of 
our  mission  thus  far. 

We  had  wonderful  travelling  com- 
panions in  President  and  Sister 
Louw.  They  contributed  materially 
to  all  of  our  activities  and  I  am  sure 
it  was  a  great  boost,  particularly  for 
former  residents  of  the  Union  to 
meet  these  two  stalwart  members  of 
the  Church  again.

It  will  not  be  my  purpose  to  give 
a  long  exposition  on  the  subject  of 


When  He  was  accused,  reviled 
and  persecuted  personally  He  did 
not  retaliate  but  accepted  His  lot  in 
meekness.  On  the  other  hand,  when 
truth  was  attacked,  and  error 
needed  correction  then  He  exerted 
great  strength  and  courage.  An  ex- 
ample was  when  He  drove  the 
money  changers  from  the  temple. 
(John  2:15) 

James  E.  Talmage  in  Jesus  The 
Christ  refers  to  the  meek  as  those 
who  suffer  spoliation  rather  than 
jeopardize  their  souls  in  contention. 

Meekness  is  an  attribute  sorely 
lacking  in  the  world  today.  In  our 
temporal  affairs,  in  our  social  life 
and  even  in  the  churches  there  is 
contention — bickering  and  quarrel- 
ling. I  wonder  what  the  Saviour 
would  think  if  He  were  here  and 
had  the  occasion  to  cross  an  inter- 
section, or  drive  in  heavy  traffic. 
Perhaps  He  would  have  something 
to  sav  about  the  tooting  of  horns 
and  the  glaring  looks,  the  profane 
language,  etc. 

Our  whole  tenor  of  life  is  opposed 
to  this  virtue  and  so  it  is  little 
wonder  that  we  find  a  lack  of  meek- 
ness even  in  the  Church.  As  hard 
as  man  may  try  he  will  never  be 
able  to  separate  the  life  he  lives 
during  the  working-day  from  his 
Sunday  worship.

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YOUR  QUESTIM 
ANSWERED 


QUESTION: 

WE  have  been  having-  some  con- 
fussion  lately  on  whether 
Christ  actually  preached  in  the 
spirit  world  or  not. 

Did  Jesus  go  personally  to  the 
spirit  prison  and  preach  to  those 
disobedient  or  did  He  organise  His 
forces  for  this  work  to  be  done? 
Would  you  kindly  advise  us  con- 
cerning this  problem? 

ANSWER: 

Joseph  F.  Smith,  the  sixth  presi- 
dent cf  the  Church,  received  a 
revelation  on  this  very  question 
and  because  it  answers  the  ques- 
tion fully  the  entire  revelation 
follows : 

"On  the  third  of  October,  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  I  sat  in  my  room  ponder- 
ing over  the  Scriptures  and  reflect- 
ing upon  the  great  atoning  sacri- 
fice that  was  made  by  the  Son  of 
God  for  the  redemption  of  the 
world,  and  the  great  and  wonder- 
ful love  made  manifest  by  the 
Father  and  the  Son  in  the  coming 
of  the  Redeemer  into  the  world, 
that  through  His  atonement  and 
by  obedience  to  the  principles  of 
the  gospel,  mankind  might  be 
saved. 

While  I  was  thus  engaged,  my 
mind  reverted  to  the  writings  of 
the  Apostle  Peter  to  the  primitive 
saints  scattered  abroad  throughout 
Pontus,  Galatia,  Cappadocia,  and 
other  parts  of  Asia  where  the 
gospel  had  been  preached  after  the 
crucifixion  of  the  Lord.  I  opened 
Che  Bible  and  read  the  third  and 
fourth  chapters  of  the  first  epistle 
of  Peter,  and  as  I  read  I  was 
greatly  impressed,  more  than  I 
had  ever  been  before,  with  the 
following  passages 

For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered 
for  sins,  the  fust  for  the  unjust,  that 
he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put 
to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened

by  the  Spirit: 

By  which  also  he  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison; 

Which  sometime  were  disobedient, 
when  once  the  longsuffering  of  God 
waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while 
the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein 
few,  that  is,  eight  souls  were  saved 
by  water.  (1  peter  3:18-20) 

For,  for  this  cause  was  the  gospel 
preached  also  to  them  that  are  dead, 
that  they  might  be  judged  according 
to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  accord- 
ing to  God  in  the  Spirit.  (I  Peter 
4:6) 

As  I  pondered  over  these  things 
which  are  written,  the  eyes  of  my 
understanding  were  opened,  and 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  rested  upon 
me,  and  I  saw  the  hosts  of  the 
dead,  both  small  and  great.  And 
there  were  gathered  together  in 
one  place  an  innumerable  company 
of  the  spirits  of  the  just,  who  had 
been  faithful  in  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  while  they  lived  in  mortality, 
and  who  had  offered  sacrifice  in 
the  similitude  of  the  great  sacri- 
fice of  the  Son  of  God,  and  had 
suffered  tribulation  in  their 
Redeemer's  name.  All  these  had 
departed  the  mortal  life,  firm  in 
the  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection, 
through  the  grace  of  God  the 
Father  and  his  Only  Begotten  Son, 
Jesus  Christ. 

I  beheld  that  they  were  filled 
with  joy  and  gladness,  and  were 
rejoicing  together  because  the  day 
of  their  deliverance  was  at  hand. 
They  were  assembled  awaiting  the 
advent  of  the  Son  of  God  into  the 
spirit  world,  to  declare  their  re- 
demption from  the  bands  of 
death.  Their  sleeping  dust  was  to 
be  restored  unto  its  perfect  frame, 
bone  to  his  bone,  and  the  sinews 
and  the  flesh  upon  them,  the 
spirit  and  the  body  to  be  united 
never  again  to  be  divided,  that 
they  might  receive  a  fulness  of 
joy. 
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While  this  vast  multitude  waited 
and  conversed,  rejoicing  in  the 
hour  of  their  deliverance  from  the 
chains  of  death,  the  Son  of  God 
appeared,  declaring  liberty  to  the 
captives  who  had  been  faithful, 
and  there  he  preached  to  them  the 
everlasting  gospel,  the  doctrine  of 
the  resurrection  and  the  redemp- 
tion of  mankind  from  the  fall,  and 
from  individual  sins  on  conditions 
of  repentance.  But  unto  the 
wicked  he  did  not  go,  and  among 
the  ungodly  and  the  unrepentant 
who  had  defiled  themselves  while 
in  the  flesh,  his  voice  was  not 
raised,  neither  did  the  rebellious 
who  rejected  the  testimonies  and 
the  warnings  of  the  ancient  pro- 
phets behold  his  presence,  nor  look 
upon  his  face.  Where  these  were, 
darkness  reigned,  but  among  the 
righteous  there  was  peace,  and  the 
saints  rejoiced  in  their  redemption, 
and  bowed  the  knee  and  acknow- 
ledged the  Son  of  God  as  their 
Redeemer  and  Deliverer  from 
death  and  the  chains  of  hell.  Their 
countenances  shone  and  the 
radiance  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  rested  upon  them  and  they 
sang  praises  unto  his  Holy  Name. 

I  marveled,  for  I  understood  that 
the  Saviour  spent  about  three 
years  in  his  ministry  among  the 
Jews  and  those  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  endeavouring  to  teach  them 
the  everlasting  gospel  and  call 
them  unto  repentance;  and  yet, 
notwithstanding  his  mighty  works 
and  miracles  and  proclamation  of 
the  truth  in  great  power  and 
authority,  there  were  but  few  who 
hearkened  to  his  voice  and  re- 
joiced in  his  presence  and  received 
salvation  at  his  hands.  But  his 
ministry  among  those  who  were 
dead  was  limited  to  the  brief  time 
intervening  between  the  crucifixion 
and  his  resurrection;  and  I  won- 
dered at  the  words  of  Peter  where- 
in he  said  that  the  Son  of  God 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison 
who  sometime  were  disobedient, 
when  once  the  longsuffering  of 
God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah, 
and  how  it  was  possible  for  him 
to  preach  to  those  spirits  and  per- 
form the  necessary  labour  among 
them  in  so  short  a  time. 
And  as  I  wondered,  my  eyes  were 


opened,  and  my  understanding 
quickened,  and  I  perceived  that  the 
Lord  went  not  in  person  among 
the  wicked  and  the  disobedient 
who  had  rejected  the  truth,  to 
teach  them;  but  behold,  from 
among  the  righteous  he  organized 
his  forces  and  appointed  mes- 
sengers, clothed  with  power  and 
authority,  and  commissioned  them 
to  go  forth  and  carry  the  light 
of  the  gospel  to  them  that  were  in 
darkness,  even  to  all  the  spirits  of 
men.  And  thus  was  the  gospel 
preached  to  the  dead.  And  the 
chosen  messengers  went  forth  to 
declare  the  acceptable  day  of  the 
Lord,  and  proclaim  liberty  to  the 
captives  who  were  bound;  even 
unto  all  who  would  repent  of  their 
sins  and  receive  the  gospel.  Thu.^ 
was  the  gospel  preached  to  those 
who  had  died  in  their  sins,  with- 
out a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  or 
in  transgression,  having  rejected 
the  prophets.  These  were  taught 
faith  in  God,  repentance  from  sin. 
vicarious  baptism  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
and  all  other  principles  of  the 
gospel  that  were  necessary  for 
them  to  know  in  order  to  qualify 
themselves  that  they  might  be 
judged  according  to  men  in  the 
flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in 
the  spirit. 


And  so  it  was  made  known 
among  the  dead,  both  small  and 
great,  and  unrighteous  as  well  as 
faithful,  that  redemption  had  been 
wrought  through  the  sacrifice  of 
the  Son  of  God  upon  the  cross. 
Thus  was  it  made  known  that  our 
Redeemer  spent  his  time  during 
his  sojourn  in  the  world  of  spirits, 
instructing  and  preparing  the 
faithful  spirits  of  the  prophets  who 
had  testified  of  him  in  the  flesh, 
that  they  might  carry  the  message 
of  redemption  unto  all  the  dead 
unto  whom  he  could  not  go  per-

sonally  because  of  their  rebellion 
and  transgression,  that  they 
through  the  ministration  of  his 
servants  might  also  hear  his  words. 
Among  the  great  and  mighty 
ones  who  were  assembled  in  this 
vast  congregation  of  the  righteous, 
were  Father  Adam,  the  Ancient 
of  Days  and  father  of  all,  and 
our  glorious  Mother  Eve,  with 
many  of  her  faithful  daughters 
who  had  lived  through  the  ages 
and  worshiped  the  true  and  living 
God.  Abel,  the  first  martyr,  was 
there,  and  his  brother  Seth,  one 
of  the  mighty  ones,  who  was  in  the 
express  image  of  his  father  Adam. 
Noah,  who  gave  warning  of  the 
flood;  Shem,  the  great  High  Priest; 
Abraham,  the  father  of  the  faith- 
ful; Isaac,  Jacob,  and  Moses,  the 
great  law-giver  of  Israel;  Isaiah, 
who  declared  by  prophecy  that  the 
Redeemer  was  anointed  to  bind  up 
the  broken  hearted,  to  proclaim 
liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the 
opening  of  the  prison  to  them 
that  were  bound,  were  also  there. 


Moreover,  Ezekiel,  who  was 
shown  in  vision  the  great  valley 
of  dry  bones  which  were  to  be 
clothed  upon  with  flesh  to  come 
forth  again  in  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead,  living  souls;  Daniel,  who 
foresaw  and  foretold  the  establish- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  God  in 
the  latter  days,  never  again  to  be 
destroyed  nor  given  to  other 
people;  Elias,  who  was  with  Moses 
on  the  Mount  of  Transfiguration; 
Malachi,  the  prophet  who  testified 
of  the  coming  of  Elijah — of  whom 
also  Moroni  spake  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith — declaring  that  he 
should  come  before  the  ushering  in 
of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of 
the  Lord,  were  also  there.  The 
prophet  Elijah  was  to  plant  in  the 
hearts  of  the  children  the  promises 
made  to  their  fathers,  foreshadow- 
ing the  great  work  to  be  done  in 


the  temples  of  the  Lord  in  the 
Dispensation  of  the  Fullness  of 
Times,  for  the  redemption  of  the 
dead  and  the  sealing  of  the 
children  to  their  parents,  lest  the 
whole  earth  be  smitten  with  a 
curse  and  utterly  wasted  at  his 
coming. 

Ail  these  and  many  more,  even 
the  prophets  who  dwelt  among  the 
Nephites  and  testified  of  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  God,  mingled 
in  the  vast  assembly  and  waited 
for  their  deliverance,  for  the  dead 
had  looked  upon  the  long  absence 
of  their  spirits  from  their  bodies 
as  a  bondage.  These  the  Lord 
taught,  and  gave  them  power  to 
come  forth,  after  his  resurrection 
from  the  dead,  to  enter  into  his 
Father's  kingdom,  there  to  be 
crowned  with  immortality  and 
eternal  life,  and  continue  thence- 
forth their  labours  as  had  been 
promised  by  the  Lord,  and  be 
partakers  of  all  blessings  which 
were  held  in  reserve  for  them  that 
love  him. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and 
my  father,  Hyrum  Smith,  Brigham 
Young,  John  Taylor,  Wilford 
Woodruff,  and  other  choice  spirits 
who  were  reserved  to  come  forth 
in  the  fulness  of  times  to  take 
part  in  laying  the  foundations  of 
the  great  Latter-day  work,  includ- 
ing the  building  of  the  temples  and 
performances  of  ordinances  there- 
in for  the  redemption  of  the  dead, 
were  also  in  the  spirit  world.  I 
observed  that  they  were  also 
among  the  noble  and  great  ones 
who  were  chosen  in  the  beginning 
to  be  rulers  in  the  Church  of  God. 
Even  before  they  were  born,  they, 
with  many  others,  received  their 
first  lessons  in  the  world  of 
spirits,  and  were  prepared  to  come 
forth  in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord 
to  labour  in  his  vineyard  for  the 
salvation  of  the  souls  of  men. 

I  beheld  that  the  faithful  elders 
of  this  dispensation,  when  they 
depart'  from  mortal  life,  continue 
their  labours  in  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel  of  repentance  and  re- 
demption, through  the  sacrifice  of 
the  Only  Begotten  Son  of  God, 
among  those  who  are  in  darkness 
and  under  the  bondage  of  sin  in 
the  great  world  of  the  spirits  of 
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WE  might  ask  ourselves  the 
question  why  do  the 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church 
regard  this  subject  so  important  as 
to  present  it  as  the  theme  of  one 
of  the  subjects  of  our  Fireside 
programmes. 

It  seems  rather  an  obvious  state- 
ment, not  entailing  much  thought 
to  see  that  it  is  a  direct  plea  for 
us  to  show  our  appreciation  and 
courtesy  to  those  who  strive  to 
provide  programmes  of  education 
and  entertainment  for  us,  and  to 
prevent  the  failure  of  these 
through  lack  of  our  support  and 
participation. 

However,  when  thinking  about 
these  words  more  carefully,  we 
will  discover  that  it  touches 
everyone  of  us  much  more  deeply 
than  it  seems  at  face  value. 

To  every  Latter-day  Saint  the 
testimony  he  or  she  has  of  the 
Gospel  is  his  or  her  most  treasured 
possession  and  it  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  nourish  and  strengthen 
that  testimony  day  by  day. 

"The  Church  is  only  as  strong 
as  the  testimonies  of  those  who 
belong  to  it." 

The  only  way  in  which  we  can 
really  put  this  testimony  to  the 
test,  strengthen  it  and  establish 
it  in  our  hearts  so  that  it)  becomes 
part  of  our  very  being,  is  by 
"taking  part",  being  active  and 
continually  progressing  in  the 
Gospel. 

There  are  unlimited  opportuni- 
ties for  the  youth  in  the  Church 
for  active  participation — we  have 
the  opportunity  of  preparing  and 
giving  talks  in  Sunday  School  and 
during  Sacrament  service,  of  open- 
ing and  closing  meetings  with 
prayer,  of  helping  with  the  pre- 
paring and  administering  of  the 
Sacrament,  of  developing  our 
talents  whether  they  be  in  the  field 
of  music,  drama,  art,  literature, 
speech,  dance,  teaching,  organizing, 
etc.;  we  have  opportunity  for 
playing  sports  together  and  enjoy- 
ing the  spirit  of  teamwork,  for 
developing  ourselves  physically,  as 
well  as  mentally  and  spiritually, 
for  learning  how  to  get  along  with 
our  fellowmen  and  for  highly 
valuing  good  friendship.  But  above 
all,    we   have    the    opportunity 


daily  serving  our  Father  in  Heaven 
through  service  to  our  fellowmen, 
and  for  taking  part  in  and  being 
part  of  the  establishment  of  His 
Kingdom  here  upon  the  earth  in 
these  latter  days. 

When  we  take  a  passive  or  nega- 
tive attitude  towards  our  Church 
meetings  and  activities,  and  never 
ever  actively  participate  in  a  pro- 
ject, social  event  or  Church  service, 
a  feeling  of  not  belonging  comes 
over  us  which  might  eventually 
result  in  complete  indifference  and 
a  seeking  of  friends  and  entertain- 
ment outside  the  Church.  Once 
having  lost  social  contact  with  the 
Saints  and  having  allowed  our- 
selves to  slip  this  far,  it  takes  a 
great  deal  of  humility,  willpower 
and  endurance  to  come  back  into 
the  fold.

IT  is  with  deep  humility,  grati- 
tude and  thanksgiving  that  I, 
Sister  Hester  McKnight,  offer  in 
prayer  to  our  Father  in  Heaven 
for  the  return  to  a  good  measure 
of  my  normal  health  after  a 
terrible  illness  which  I  know 
brought  me  into  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death.

AUGUST  was  our  Primary 
Birthday  Month,  and  we  re- 
call the  noble  service  Aurelia 
Spencer  Rogers  rendered  to  the 
Primaries  of  the  Church. 

We  do  this  not  just  to  glorify 
the  past,  but  to  fire  us  with  a 
burning  determination  to  give  only 
our  best  as  she  did.  It  should 
make  us  rededicate  our  lives  to 
serve  the  Lord. 

On  August  11,  1878  at  a  public 
meeting  Sister  Rogers  was  set 
apart  by  Bishop  Hess  and  his 
counsellors  to  preside  over  a  Pri- 
mary at  Farmington,  Utah.  The 
organization  took  place  and  was 
given  the  name  of  "PRIMARY" 
by  Sister  Eliza  R.  Snow.  On  the 
25th  of  August,  115  boys  and  100 
girls  between  the  ages  of  6  and 
14  met  for  the  first  time  in 
Primary. 

Sister  Rogers  lost  her  mother 
when  she  was  only  12,  and  a  few 
months  later  her  father  was  called 
on  a  Mission  to  England.  This  left 
Ellen,  a  sister  who  was  14  and 
the  12  year  old  Aurelia  to  be  both 
father  and  mother  to  the  four 
younger  children. 

With  hundreds  of  others  the  6 
children  made  the  journey  over 
the  plains  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
Aurelia  walked  most  of  the  way.

She  Knew  what  it  was  to  walk 
on  and  on  in  utter  weariness. 
These  early  experiences  gave  her 
the  strength  of  character  which 
she  would  require  to  face  the  trials 
and  sorrows  her  later  life  would 
bring. 

There  were  constant  physical 
hardships.  She  was  never  free 
from  a  troublesome  stomach  ail- 
ment. Then  there  was  the  deep 
sorrow  of  losing  5  of  her  12 
children. 

Through  all  these  struggles  and 
sufferings  she  maintained  a  quiet 
steady  faith  in  her  Heavenly 
Father.  This  faith  fired  the  soul 
of  Aurelia  Rogers  with  a  burning 
determination  to  instill  into  the 
minds  of  the  children  of  the 
Pioneers  a  desire  to  pray  and  to 
walk  uprightly  before  the  Lord. 
Sister  Roger's  motto  was:  "Always 
look  on  the  bright  side." 

She  always  felt  that  her  bless- 
ings far  exceeded  her  trials.  When 
she  passed  away  August  19,  1922 
at  the  age  of  87,  she  left  a  model 
life  for  every  Primary  worker  to 
follow. 

August  is  also  the  Birthday 
Month  of  the  South  African 
Mission  Primaries.  In  deep  humili- 
ty and  with  entire  dependence  on 
the  guidance  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  the  writer  accepted  the  call 
from  Mission  President  Don  Mack 
Dalton  to  start  a  Primary  in  her 
home.  The  first  meeting  was  held 
on  August  18,  1932  with  Elder 
Smith  and  Elder  Evan  Wright — 
later  Mission  President — and  7 
children  in  attendance. 

From  this  humble  beginning 
there  are  now  Primaries  in  every 
district  of  the  Church  in  the 
Union  and  the  Rhodesias. 

Let  us  give  thanks  to  Aurellia 
Rogers  and  to  all  Primary  workers 
past  and  present  for  their  faith 
and  devoted  services.

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The  greatest  worth  of  our  Sun- 
day Schools  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  it  embraces  not  only  an 
organised  system  of  instruction  in 
Christian  ideals  and  living,  but 
also  in  the  authoritative  doctrine 
of  the  Restored  Gospel  which  gives 
rise  to  such  Christian  ideals.  Thus 
it  is  anything  but  unusual  to  find 
a  L.D.S.  child  of  12  or  14  years 
old,  who  is  well  able  to  declare 
and  support  the  principles  upon 
which  his  Church  is  founded. 

The  Sunday  School  has  the 
opportunity  and  responsibility  to 
do  a  noble  and  surperb  work  in 
moulding,  to  the  glory  of  God,  the 
lives  of  His  children.
